and curſe not the rich in thy bed=chamber ; 
for a bird of the air ſball carry the voice, 
and that which hath wings ſball tell the 


matter. 


HE on_ word, whuch is here tran- 
ſlated Curſe, 1s variouſly rendred by 
Interpreters; but the eaſieſt ſenſe ſeems 
to be this, That we are here forbid, 

tho' never fo ſecretly and cloſely, ſpeaking any 

evil of, or deſigning any evil againſt our Sove- 
raign, upon any pretence or occaſion whatever. 

Curſe not the King, no not in thy thought ; we muſt 

not ſo much as wiſh any Miſchief or Harm to him; 

and curſe not the rich, ®c. By the rich Grotius un- 
derſtands virum ſummatem, a Perſon in Chicf Dig- 
nity and Power, whom God hath fer in Authori- 
ty over us; and fo theſe latter words are either 
only a repetition of the former, to give the grea- 
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ter force and emphaſis to them, or elſc by the rich 
' may be meant ſubordinate Magiſtrates and Mint- 
ſers of State, ſent and deputed by the King, who 
is Supreme, to whom all internal Reverence and 
Honour ought to be paid, as well as outward Sub- 
jection and Obedience ; ( to expreſs the ſenſe in 
words ordinarily. uſed amongſt us) we mutt not 
Compaſs, Imagine, Deſire, or Contrive any. thing 
that tends to the Dammage and Prejudice either of 
our Soveraign Lord the King, or of any thatarc 
Commullionated or Authoriſed by him: Czrſe then 
not in thy Bed=chambcr ; thatis, tho' we ſcek the dark- 
eſt Retirements, the molt private Corners, however 
cautious we are that there be no Witneſſes preſent, 
who may bear teſtimony .againſt us, ſo that we 
think our ſelves ſecure from all poſſibility of Di- 
ſcovery, yet a bird of the air ſhall carry the woice, 
end that. which hath. wings ſhall tell the matter. 
Which words ſignifie, .that God by his Wonderful 
Providence, ſome way. or other, by Means. we ne- 
ver thought of ſhall bring about, thar all theſe 
evil Speeches, and clandeſtine Deſigns againſt his 
Vicegerent ſhall be revealed. ro the utter Contuſi- 
on of. all thoſe that are engaged in them, 

Thus theſe words do not only contain a. Prol1i- 
bition of any ſecrer ors and Confpiracies againſt 
our Governours, but propound alſo a weighty Ar- 
| gument 


—_— 


gument to diſcourage men from any ſuch wicked 
Undertakings: Becauſe, let them be carried on nc- 
ver ſo cunmingly and cloſely, yet they ſhall be as 
ſuddenly and ſurely diſcovered, as if the Birds of 
the air had liſtned to all their Whiſpers, had ovyer- 
heard all their Diſcourſe in their ſecret Cabals, and 
immediately flown away with the news, and given 
in Evidence againſt them. 
An expreſſion like to this we may find in the Pro- 

phet Habakkak 2. 11. where it 1s ſaid that the ſtone 
Jhould cry out of, the wail, and the bean out of the 
timber ſhould anſwer it. What is whiſpered 1n a 

corner, what is hatched in darkneſs, yet by un- 

likely Means, by unthought of Accidents, which 

by the greateſt ſubtlety and caution could not be 

provided againſt, ſhall be diſcloſed and brought 

co light; the Divine Providence being peculiarly 
concerned for the Defence and Protection of So- 
veraign Kings and Princes, and inan eſpecial man- 
ner watching over them, as the choiceſt Object of 
Its Care, WE 


Now that it 15 thus, that God Almighty is more 
particularly engaged for the ſafety of Kings and 
Supreme Governours, fo as wonderfully.to appear 
tor their Deliverance from the treacherous Conſpi- 


racics of Ungodly Men, we have both good Rea- 
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fonupon which to believe it, and the Experience of 
all Ages doth abundantly confirm it. - 

We haye good Reaſon upon which to believe it, 
and that upon theſe two plain accounts. 

'T, Becauſe Soveraign Kings and Princes are: 
God's Deputies and Vicegerents, ſetup by himfelf,. 
and they derive their Power and Authority from 
him alone. God Almighty, the Maker of us all, 
is the only Abſolute Lord and Uncontrolable So- 
veraign of Men and Angels. Part of his own: 
Power and Authority which he hath oyer his Crea- 
tures, he hath delegated and commirted to Kings: 
and Princes, who are the moſt principal Inftru- 
ments and Miniſters of his Providence in the World. 
Hence are they called Gods, and Children of the 
Moſt High, Pſal. $2. 6.' God hath inveſted them 
with ſome part of Iis own Majeſty, ſtamped his 
own Character upon them, and appomced them 
in his place to perform and adminiſter even ſome 
part of his own Divine Office, if I may fo ſpeak, 
amongſt men: Thus conſtituting them Earthly. - 
Gods, as to their Perſons ſacred, and as to their 
Afions accountable to none, but that fupereminent. 
Divine Authority that gave them Commiſſion. 
Thus is not aay new-coined Divinity, invented 
in fayour of Arbitrary Power by Court Paraſites, and 
needy Flatteress, who ſeek Preferment; (as the Ence-- 
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mics of our flouriſhing Monarchy have ſometimes 
repreſented 1t;) but 1c 1s expreſly delivered in the 
Holy Scriptures, was profeſſedly owned and taughr 
by the Primitive Chriftians, and hath been the con- 
ſtant Doctrine of the Reformed Church of England : 
Nay, it 1s agreeable to the general ſenſe of Man- 
kind, and nught be made our by rational Evi- 
dence, if we had no other Confirmation of it. 
That Supreme Governours have their Power 
and Authority from God alone, is expreſly deli- 
yercd in Scripture; and that nor only of the Kings. 
of 1ſrae/, who were evidently eſtabliſhed by God's 
Appointment, but in general we are told, Prop. 8. 
15, 16. By me Kings reign, and Princes decree ju-- 
ftice. By me' Princes rule, aud Nobles, even all the 
Judges of the earth. Thus Cyras an Heathen Em-- 
perour 15 called God's Anointed, Iſa. 45. i. Thus 
faith the Lord to his anointed, 10:Cyrus; and in 
laſt Verſe of the preceeding Chapter he is called 
God's Shepherd : (Princes being often, by reaſon 
of the reſemblance berween the Paſtoral- Office © 
and Government, called Shepherds) I have made 
the earth, faith God by the Prophet Jeremiah 27. 
5, 6. and have given it to whom it ſeemed meet 
wnto me, and now have I given all theſe lands into 
the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the King of Babylon my. 
Servant. Thus Daniel declares that the moſt bigh 
ruleth.. 
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Tuleth in the Kingdom of men, and giveth it to whom- 
ſoever be will. And he tells Nebuchadnezzar, cap. 2. 
37. that it was the God of Heaven that had given 


him a Kingdom, power, and ſtrength, and glory. In- 


the New Teſtament nothing can be plainer, than 
the beginning of the thirteenth Chapter to. che 
Romans, where St. Paul tells us, that there is 10 
power but of God : that the powers that be are ordain- 
ed of God. Whence 1n the next Verſe he ftileth 
Magiſtracy or Government the Ordinante of God; 
and in the Fourth Verſe the Rzler 1s called the Mi- 
nifter of God (not of the People) ro execute his wen- 
geance y_u them that do evil. 

[ ſhall nor nowtrouble you with any Quotations 
out of the Primitive Fathers, who fo often acknow- 
ledged even tihcir Heathen Emperours to have been 
conſtituced by God, and to have held their Empire 
from him aione, and to haye only him above 
them. | + 

Ic is plain that this was always the Doctrine of 
our Church of England, as appears from the Book 
of Homilies, wherein we are taught, That the High 
Powers are ſet in Authority by God, that they are God's 
Lieutenants, God's Preſidents, God's. Officers, God's 
Commiſſioners, God's Fudges ordained of God himfelf ; 
nay, 1t hath been directly aſſerted in our Church, 
That the moſt high and ſacred Order of Kings is of 


Divine 
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Divine Right, being. the Ordinance of God himfelf, 
founded in the prime Law of Nature, and clearly eſta- 
blilked by expreſs Texts both of. the Old and New Te- 
ftament. ary) -, : 
Nor 1s 1t our Religion alone that teacheth us 
chis, but, the ſame was of old owned both by the 
Heathen Poets and Philoſophers, that Kings were 
from God, and to his Supreme Authority order- 
ing, and appointing 1t, was to be referred the Ori- 

ginal of all Soveraignty and Rule amongſt men. 
Nor indeed can it be well conceived, or reaſona- 
bly imagined, from whence Kings and: Soveraign 
Powers ſhould have Right to Govern and Com- 
mand, but from' God alone. Since he 15 the un-. 
doubted Lord of the whole Earth, and alone hath 
fall power and right to Goyern it, I cannor ſee 
but that whoever ſhall go about to conter any 
power of Goyernment, or take, upon lumſelf any 
ſuch Auchoriy over others, were it not by, God's 
appointment and inſtitution, he would thereby put 
hinafelf, upon diſpoſing of God's right, without 
his leave or ordering. So that Government and 
Superiority of one, ox more over others, is all Ty- 
ranny and Uſurpation upon God's right, or elſe it 
muſt be granted to be Ordained by God himſelf. 
And it being ſo neceſlary for the Happineſs and 
Welfare of Mankind, that it is unpoſlible Peace 
| and 


and Order ſhould be maintained, Juſtice admini- 
ſtred, or that we ſhould live-in tolerable fafery, 
cyery man enjoying his own, without Govern- 
ment, it would ſeem an unworthy difparagemenc 
and reflcxion upon the Divine Wiſdom and Good- 
neſs, to have left the World without any fuch pro- 
viſion for the quiet and ſecurity of 1t. 

Thus whatever the Form of Government may 
be, which is different m ſeveral places, whether it 
be in a ſingle perſon, or many, or 1n the Body of 
the People, or their Repreſentatives, whatever hand 
the people may have in ſome places, according to 
the particular Cuſtoms of their Countries, in Chu- 
{ing or Dalopgeng: cine perſon or perſons, that ſhall 

be inveſted with this Supreme Authority, yet the 
Power and Authority it ſelf is derived only from 
God, and.1s neither received of the People in truſt, 
nor 1s the Soveraign Power anſwerable to them for 
the Adminiſtration of ir. Which is ſometimes 1l- 
laſtrated thus, Tho' the Wife may chuſe whar per- 
ſon ſhe pleaſerh ro make her Husband, yet the 
Husbands Authority over the Wife 1s not owin 
to her, nor doth ſhe confer xt upon him, but it 15 
of Divine Appointment. 

The King (as it hath been faid of old) in regard 
of the Nature of his Body is of the ſame Mould with 
every man, but in reſpeit of the eminency of his Dig- 

nity 
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nity he is like unto God, who is Lord over all, whoſe 
Image he beareth, and by whom he holdeth that Power 
which he hath over Men. 

Now this being fo clear and undoubted, that 
Kings and Princes repreſent the Perſon - of God, 
and bear his Image, ſince they are Earthly, Viſible, 
Corporeal Gods ; (for ſo you find it, Exodus 22. 
28. a place parallel to the words of -my Text, 
Thou ſhalt not Revile the Gods, nor Curſe the Ruler 
of thy People.) Since they are the Vicegerents of 
che Almighty Soveraign, Authoriſed and Com- 
miſtionated by him, his Deputies and Licutenants 
here in the world, we may eaſily hence conclude, 
that his Providence cannot but be more particu- 
larly concerned for thoſe, whom he calleth to ſuch 
an High Office, whom he placeth in ſuch Digmity 
and Eminence. He cannot but have a more ſpe- 
cial regard unto, and a more than ordinary Care 
oVer . becauſe of their peculiar relation to 
him as his Repreſentatives. | 

As it 1s here amongſt us in Humane Govern- 
ments, the Supream -Soveraign 15 highly concern- 
cd to uphold and ſupport all his inferiour Ma- 
giſtrates 1n their ſeveral Places and Offices, to pro- 
tect them 1n the diſcharge of their Duty, to keep 
up their Honour and Reputation, and toprovide 
that all due reſpect be paid to them: He _— 

C | a 


all injuries and affronts offered co them, as done 
to himſelf; He looks:upon all choſe, who ſet and 
oppoſe themfelves againſt them, as Enemies to his 
Imperial Crown and Dignity, and that himſelf is 
ſtruck and aimed at by any Violence done to his 
Officers or Miniſters. So it 18 1n the Cafe we 
now difcourſe of. Supream Governours have 
the ſame relation to God, as ſubordinate Ma- 
giſtrares have to their Soveraign Princes ; they 
are employed and intruſted hy him, and accord- 
ingly he expe&ts ſubjeQtion to them as to him- 
Flt, that we ſhould honour and ſerve them ac- 
cording to that High Divine Character they bear. . 
He therefore always in a more remarkable, man- 
ner ſtands by them, and watches oyer them, as, 
the chiefelt of his Servants, and neareſt to hini- 
felf. He rakes what 1s done againſt them, - as done _ 
againſt himſelf. Whoſoever reſiſteth the. Power, re- 
ſfteth the Ordinante of God, faith St. Paul. To 
oppoſe and ſhake off their. Government, to Plot 
and Conſpire againſt their Life, 15-to Rebel againſt 
God; and when we: will not fufter our Lawful 
Soveraign, whom. the: Divine Majeſty hath ap- 
pointed, to. Rule over us, we] do. by juſt conſe- 
quence and fair interpretation endeavour. what we | 
canto dethrone God hmafelf, and prove Traytors 
not only againſt our Natural Lord and King,

but againſt the Heavenly Monarch himſelf, by 
whoſe Commiſſion he Reigns. 

II. Another reaſon. to perſwade us of.the truth 
of this, that God's Providence is more peculiarly 
engaged for the fafety and proteftion of So- 
veraign Kings and Princes, may be taken from 
this Conſideration ; viz. how much the Publick 
doth depend upon, and is concerned in their 
welfare and proſperity. Thus the Pcople, 2 Sam. 
18. 3. told King David, when they would no 
ſuffer hum to expoſe his own Perſon to ln 
in the Battel againſt Abſalom, Thou art, lay they, 
worth ten thouſand of us. Hence was he called 
the light of Iſrael. Thou ſhalt go no more out with 


zs to Battel, faid Abiſhai, 2 Sam. 21. 17. that thoz 


quench not the light of Wracl. Nay, that wicked 
King Zedekiah, of whom it is expreſly ſaid, 2 Kirgs 
24. 19. that he did that which was evil in the ſight 
of the Lord, yet 1s ſtiled by the Prophet Feremy, 
Lam. 4. 20. the Breath of our Noſtrils. The Fates 


of whole Kingdoms depend upon them. All 
that live under their Government are intereſted 
| 4n them, and partake with them, and a Villanous 


Attempt ſucceeding againſt our Soveraign, ma 
ſtab an whole Nation co the Heart, and &ll f 


places with Blood and Confuſion. 


Now God Almighty extendeth his Providence 
Ce to 
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to the meaneſt and minureſt things. He cloatheth 
the graſs of the Field, he provideth for the Ra- 
venhis food, a Sparrow doth not fallto the ground 
without his knowledge, by him are all the hairs 
of our Head numbered ; and can we think that 
this fame Providence 1s not more particularly em- 


 ploy'd in matters of ſuch vaſt.moment, which 


are of ſuch Univerſal Conſequence, as the Life and 
Safety of Kings and Princes ? 

Ged exerciſeth a more ſpecial Providence over 
their Sacred Perſons, on whom under himſelf the 
whole Community doth depend. For the fake 
of the People, whoſe Happineſs is ſo cloſcly wrapt 
up 1n the proſperity of their Prixce, doth God Al- 
mighty guard him from ſecret Treachery, defend 
lum from open Afſaules, and by various means de- 


liver him trom immynent Dangers. Eſpecially 
Food and gracious Kings, who are Fathers of their 


Country, and Nurſing Fathers of the Church, 
who maintain the true Religion, encourage Ver- 
rue, protect Right and Innocence, and reſemble 
the Divine Majeſty, not only in Power and Au- 
thority, bur alfo. in- his Attributes of Juſtice, Mer- 
cy and Goodneſs, they are more tenderly regard- 
ed by God. He hideth them under the ſhadow 
of his Wings, he keepeth them as the apple of his 


- Eye, he giveth his Angels ſtricter. Charge over 


them, 


them, that no evil may _ them. Such 
Prmces being publick Bleſfings to the Kingdoms 
or. Nations over which ey preſide ; in their ſafe- 
ty muſt conſiſt the greateſt part of the Common 
Welfare. And thus if we conſider either Go- 
vernours themſclyes, or the People commited to 
them, we ſhall ſee ſufficient reaſon to belieye;; that 
Soveraign Kings and Princes are the peculiar Care 
and Charge of Divine Providence. LIC 
Nor have we reaſon only to belieye this, -but 
the experience of all Ages doth moſt abundantly 
confirm it. For ſurely there is not any one thing, 
wherein God's Providence hath more remarkably 
appeared, and interpoſed it ſelf at all times, than 
in Diſcovering the ſecret Plots, and Defeating the 
traiterous Deſigns of wicked Men againſt the 
Government they lived under, which hath been 
often done by ſuch ways and means, as have moſt 
evidently demonſtrated the Finger of God in it, 
and muſt be aſcribed to him, who only doth won- 
dertul things. _ 

- Nor have we perhaps (beſides; what Divine Re- 
yclation affords us) a greater Argument to: prove 
this World to be Governed, = all things in it 
directed by the vigilant Eye and powerful Hand 
of Almighty God, than the: ſudden and ſcaſonable 
Diſcovery of. ſuch Damnable Enterpriſes, _ 

trive 
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' trived with the utmoſt caution and ſecrecy, cat* 
rd on with great ſubtlecy and cunning, and 
juſt ripe for Execution ; yet naninſtanc blaſted, 
inatrice broken all to pieces, either by aſurprizing 
dread and fear ſeizing the Confpirators themſelves, 
or an unlucky word ovyer-heard,or an unaccounta- 
ble ſuſpicion of ſome 1]l Deſigns; which tho' found- 
ed upon no reaſon, or a very trifling one, yet 
hath proyed truce; or God hath ſmotre upon the 
Conſcience of ſome one of them, and for the 
eaſe of his own tortur'd mind he is forced to a 
Diſcovery ; or a jcalouſic that they are betrayed 
by others, hath made ſome of them give the firſt 
notice of it themſelyes ; or a Letter nuſcarried, or 
ſome fright, nuſtake, overſight, ſomething hap- 
ning otherwiſe than was expected, hath bronghe 
the hidden works of darkneſs to light, by which 
the King and his Pcople have been juſt ſnatch'd 
out of the Jaws of Ruine. 

True indeed it 1s, that there are fome Excepti- 
ons againſt this. Sometimes 1t hath hapned that 
ſuch Deſperate Undertakings have been proſpe- 
rous, and God's Providence hath ſuffered eyen a 
Good and Excellent Prince to fall a Sacrifice by 
the Mercileſs Hands of a Bloody Aſſaſſin, or be-. 
ing oycr-powered by his own Rebeliious Subjects, 
to be more pompouſly Murdered under the pre- 
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tence of Juſtice ; of which we have had a fad, and 
never to be forgotten Inſtance, in our own Nation. 
But then this hath been permitted , when the ſins 
of .a Nation have been extream, and called aloud 
for Puniſhment; when God hath been long and 
highly provoked to give up a People ro Deftructi- 
on, who have filled'up the meaſure of their Iniqui- 
ties, then hath - he ſomecimes ſaffered fuch .mhu- 
mane Barbariries to take place. Bur ordinarily it 
1s otherwiſe, and by ſome ſecret invifible means 
God doth either infatuate the Counſels, and con- 
found the Devices, or elſe by ſome fortunate acci- 
dent feaſonably diſcover the horrid Confpuracies of 
his own andthe Kings Enemies. A Bird of the air 
ſhall carry the woice, and that which hath wings ſhall 
rell the matter.” | | | 
Of the'truth of all that I have now faid, concern- 
ing God's wonderful Care and Providence oyer So- 
veraigh Kings and Princes, we cannot reaſonably | 
defire, we cannot cafily meet with a more Fluftri- - 
ous Inftance, than his Majefty that now 1s, whom 
God long preſerve. A Prince , for whoſe fafety 
and protection Heaven hath all along fo ſignally 
intereſted it ſelf , and fo miraculouſly defended 
him, 1n ſpite of all the reftleſs attempts of his and 
ours, either open or ſecret Adverfaries, that Ican- 
not but wonder, if no other Argument could oo 
yall , 
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vail withtheſe Sons of Bel:al to deſiſt from ſuch 
Helliſh Enterpriſes ; yet that they ſhould not at 
laſt be tyred with Plotting againſt him to no 
urpoſe; that they ſhould not deſpair of doing 
imany hurt, for whoſe Defence and Deliverance 
God Almighty hath ſo frequently and publickly ap- 
peared. This betrays ' the Folly, as well as the 
Wickedneſs, of all choſe whoare ingaged in ſuch 
Caballings and Plottings, that they vye Power with 
God himſelf, and reſolve to deſtroy him, whom 
by ſuch a ſeries of miraculous Providences God 
hath ſhewn himſclt reſolved to ſave and protect. 

Alas! they are not only the Guards whom they 
muſt ſeize upon and maſter. In vain are all their 
Meetings and Conſulcacions about the feaſiblencſs 
of ſuch a Deſign ; unleſs they can find out away to 
eſcape God's knowledge, or coi:kl be roo hard for 
the Almighty, who bach {undercaken to guard and 
ſecure our King, and wall fee thac no Weapon for- 
med againſt him ſhall proſper. 

Was it not by God's wonderful Providence that 
he was preſerved from the Furyand Rage of thoſe, 
who embrucd theirSavage hands 1n tus Fathers Sa- 
cred Blood 2 Was it not the ſame good Proyi- 
dence that continually compaſſed him, as with- a 
Shield, when his own Subjects in Arms againſt 
him ſought his Death and Deſtruction ? Was 1t "= 
the

the ſame Providence that for a long time hid and 
concealed him from the moſt diligent ſearch of 
Blod-thirfty Rebels,(though ſo many Conſcious, yet 
none tempted by great Rewardsand-more powerful 
Fears.to betray him) and at laſt, after-a nuraculous 
manner, PT an eſcape for him, and through 
mnumerable dangers, conyeighed hime fafe to a 
flrange Land? Was it not the fame God who de- 
tended and ſupported him during a /orzg and moſt 
unjuſt Baniſhment, and at len Sh his own'right 
Hand, and outſtretched Arm, brought him fate a- 
gain to his People, and gloriouſly reſtored um to 
IS three Kingdoms ? Hath he not ſince been graci- 
ouſly pleaſed in time to diſcoyer all the evil De- 
ſigns of Wicked men againſt his Perſon and Govern- 
ment, or hath preyented thoſe which were never 
diſcovered?  Hath he not ſaved him fromthe Popi/h 
Plot?

Other wicked men 
may be often checked, are ſometimes reſtrained 
by their Conſciences, and dread of a future Judg- 
ment: bur what Evil ſhall they ever boggle ar, 
who commit ſuch groſs Wickedneſs out of com- 
pliance, with cheir Conſciences, out of Obedi- 
ence to God, and expect to be rewarded for it in 
another World ? And is it poſſible by any thing 
we can do to bring greater diſhonour to, or more 
effectually ro prejudice Rulers and Governours a- 
gainſt Religion, chan by pretending 1t to patro- 
nize and countenance Faction and Rebellion ? If 
this were the true Genius of Religion, ro make 
men Unpeaceable, Turbulent, Sedztious, and Mu-

the Afſertors of the Peoples Rags, and Conſerya- 
tors of their Liberties, and Religion? Are Men of 
ſuch Atheiſtical Principles, and Proſtituted Con- 
ſciences, fit to be truſted either with Religion , or 
ourLibertics? Or can we deſire any greater Argu- 
ment, that they are moved by ſome other Deſign, 
which they mask under ſuch plauſible pretences ? 
The Caſe of feeuring the Proteſtant Religion with 
fuch Men isa meer Story, to ſham and delude the 
Ignorant and Unwary. Such matter not what

2, Let us all have agreat care of entertaining 
any 11] Opinions or Conceits of our Governours. 
For this 1s the firſt foundation of all Sedition or 
Rebellion. We muſt not nouriſh or give way 
to any diſcontents, nor readily give car to any 
Factious reports that tend to the diſgrace of the 
Government, or the diſparagement of the Pub- 
lick Miniſters, or that detract from their Repu- 
tation and Eſteem, who are ſet in high place of 
Power and Authority. Tho' it were really fo, that 
we were oppreſſed or treated harſhly by them, 
yet we are not to give vent to our Paſſion, im 
indecent railing or inveighing againſt them, 
called in Scripture Blaſpheming or ſpeaking evil 
of Dignities, Is it fit, fanth Elihu to Fob, to ſay to 
a King, thou art wicked, and to Princes, ye are ungodly. 

It 1s to be feared we in this City have much

couragement to theſe late Horrid Conſpiracies againſt 
the Kings Perſon and Government ; with Sorrow to-. 
acknowledge how much they have beenabuſed 
and deceived by the plauſible pretences of Wicked
